The present application was filed as a continuation of 
U.S. Application No. 09/483,543 (hereinafter "the 543 
application") . As filed, the present application omitted Figures 
1-5 of the drawings which resulted in the issuance of a Notice 
of Incomplete Nonprovisional Application (hereinafter "the 
Notice"), dated August 13, 2004. The Notice also indicated that 
the present application is non-compliant, in certain respects, 
with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.821-1.825. 

The Notice sets a two (2) month period for response. 
This second preliminary amendment is being filed before the 
expiration of the two (2) month response period.
